THAT W. B. Loveleas, owner of Lotas 1 and 3, Block 19, and Mrs. Thelma Faulk, ownor of lot 2,
Block 19, of Swisher Addition, which property abuts the west side of South Congress Avenue at a location
south of West Hligabeth Street within the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and being locally known
as 1502-1510 Bouth Congress Avenue, ie hereby granted permiseion to set the curb back from the estab-
1ished curb 1ins on South Congress Avenue adjacent to the above described propertys

Permmlssion to construct the above describved curb setback is granted subject to the same's being
. constructed in accordance with the plan approved by the Oity ngineer of the Clty of Austin, which plan
1s horoto attached marked 2-0-962 and made a part hersof, and in accordance with the following condltionet

(1) That the conatruction of the sotbacl area on South Oongress Avenuo shall be carried out
in accordance with the accompanying plan marked 240-962 and that all such widened arcas,
driveways or ramps and curbe shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of the ap-
plicant,
(2) That all such concrete shall be not less than 6 inches in thicknoss and shall be of the

following proportions: 1 part cement, 24 parts of sand, and h'parts of screened gravel
or roclks

(3) That the conorete ourbe adjacent to the eidewalk area ehall be not less than & inches

high and that an expansion joint not less than 3/4 inch thick ehall De placed between
the curd and the sidewalk as shown on the plan hersto attached marked 2-0.962,

(4) That all such ezpansion joints shall be of the pre-moulded typse.

(5) That all conorete work within the street area shall be done by a bonded sidewalk oone
tractor,

(6) That the applicant shall be required to clean the nowly oreated Tamp area at least
twico per weak and shall dispose of tho debris at his expense,

(7) That all work shall bo done in ascordance with linos and grades furnished by the
Enginaering Department of tho City of Austin and undar tha direotion of the
City Zngineer,

ordinance, after consultation with the committee and the Chief of Police, providing for the registration
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of Juvenils venders,

The application of Robert L. Dyer for a wine and beor permit for the Oasis Night Club,
309 Vest Sth Street, duly approved by the Acting City Manager, et al,, was submitted. Councilman 0illis
moved that the permit be granted, subject to applicant's obtaining a Btate license. The motion carried
by the following vote: "ayes," Councilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillis, and Mayor Miller; "nays," none;
